Our Armies, Past, Present and Future— 
"The New Call. 


We are glad to find that the Government 
has learned wisdom by experience, and aban- 
doned the practice of not calling for men until 
the moment when they are needed in the field. 
The plan pursued hitherto has been to wait 
until the army before the enemy was reduced 
so.as to be unable to stand ite ground, and 
Northern soil was. either threatened with in- 
vasion or actually invaded, and ‘then to issue 
a wild cry for more trodps—nine-month’s 
men, six month’s men—one month's. men 
—anybody and everybody that . could 
shoulder a musket and stagger under a kuap- 
sack, and hurry them off to assail a veteran 
army; flushed with vietory, and either to be 
massacred through the inexperience of the 
officers and men, or else to fill the ‘hos- 
pitels with ‘the sick and  prostrated, 
through ignorance or want of discipline 
and want of training. The waste of life and of 
money involved in this system, to say nothing 
of its folly.in @ military point of view, is now 
teo obvious io need mach comment upon it. 
We have again and again denounced it; but 
we might have long denounced it in vain, if it 
had not been for’ the revelation of its defects 
afforded by the last campaign in Pennsylva- 
nia. The value of trained reserves instead of 
militia, was there made so patent by the ad- 
vance of \the rebels ap the Cumberland Val- 
ley, that we shall probably hear no more of 
crushing Lzx by ‘‘ great cprisings.”’ 


The. President is now. doing what he should 
always have done, in calling for troops nine 
months before they are likely to be wanted 
in the field.. Humanity as wel) as 
economy, makes this. a necessary step ; 
and. we trust he will insist on hav- 
ing the draft for whatever deficit there 
may be in the volunteering, rigidly enforced at 
the time set. down in his, proclamation.. A 
very large proportion of the troops how in the 
field wil} be discharged next Summer ; a large 
majority of them will probably reénlist ; but 
they will-not do so until they have spent a 
month or two'at home with their, friends. 
We want not simply men with muskets to be 
ready to take their places when they leave 
the ranks; but trained soldiers, familiat with 


their duties and inured to the exposures and 


fatigues of campaigning. For this purpose 
they should be under arms at least six months 
‘before they will be actually needed’ to face 
the enemy. With even this amount of train- 
ing and experience, itis no exaggeration to 
say that one regiment will be worth three of 
militia. 

So much for considerations purely sanitary 
and economical. There are others, political 
and strategical, which are even more impor- 
tant. We must not give the enemy any more 
of those opportunities and breathing spells, 
‘which he hes hitherto derived from the inter-
